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Soil Health Partnership Federal Grant Summary

The Soil Health Partnership received grant number 69-3A75-17-15 entitled “Scalable On Farm
Greenhouse Gas Reductions and Water-Quality Improvements: Development and Implementation of
an Economical and Verifiable Insetting and Accounting Framework” on December 6, 2016. This was
awarded as a Conservation Innovation Grant through USDDA NRCS. The Federal award amount for
the grant is $999,749 of which Soil Health Partnership has received $659,511.46 to date and the
remaining $340,237.54 will be received upon further completion of the project.

The Soil Health Partnership received grant number NR186740XXXXGO11 entitled “Expanding the
Soil Health Farmer Network into South Dakota” on September 11, 2018. This is a Conservation
Collaboration Grant awarded by South Dakota NRCS. The Federal award amount for the grant is
$292,500 of which Soil Health Partnership has received $20,863.12 to date and the remaining
$271,636.88 will be received upon further completion of the project.

The Soil Health Partnership received funding from the Foundation for Food and Agriculture Research
(FFAR) as a sub awardee on Grant ID 523926 entitled “Assessing and Expanding Soil Health for
Production, Economic, and Environmental Benefits”. This subaward was awarded on December 1,
2017 for $3,419,145 to Soil Health Partnership of which Soil Health Partnership has received
$3,021,963. The remaining $397,182 will be received in December 2019.
